THE GOVERNMENT OF IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—I would not trespass on your hospitality 
again but that some passages in Mr. Walker's 
letter in the Jrish Times to-day might lead to 
an erroneous inference being drawn if not cor- 
rected. Therefore, it is well to make clear 
that— 

(1) The Covenanters do not consider their 
“ fellow-Covenanters " in the South and: West 
“gafe from the danger which presented itself 
to their minds’’ when it was signed, nor when 
we entered into covenant with friends in the 
rest of Ireland, for our Covenant was with 
Ulstermen only; nor can we at any time con- 
sider them safe so long as outrage, boycotting,

(2) Mr. Walker asks how can the vote of one 
Unionist member neutralise the votes of three 
Nationalist members. In our six counties the 
Unionists are two to one, and, while the Na- 
tionalist members would be in a minority, the 
controlling power, it is to be hoped, would be 
Unionist, and under that power there would 
not be boycotting or intimidation. I wish to 
avoid anything offensive, but, as Mr. Walker 
says, '“ Let us be frank,’ I may go further.

Our Irish members have preached and taught, 
and their followers have practised, the hellish 
doctrine of boycotting, which was the acme of 
intolerance—to compel men not to do that which 
they had a lawful and moral right to 
do.

In a letter concerning the controversy which 
has arisen with regard to women having classes 
for women and girls in Church during the mis- 
sion to be held in November, the Bishop of 
London says the matter has apparently bun 
mixed up with the question of a woman priest- 
hood. e had not, he says, heard of a woman 

riesthood, and should strongly o pose it as 

oth undesirable and un-catholic, but he con- 
fesses that he thought that with hundreds of 
women taking classes for girls and children. and 
even boys, in churches now every Sunday it was 
not a great concession to allow them durine the 
few weeks of the mission to enlarge their classes 
for women and girls. The absolute barring of 
official places, such as the pulpit and lectern 
and also of the chancel steps, was meant to 
emphasise the strictly limi concession made. 
To talk of women being “ allowed to preach in 
church," his lordship continues, is an uncon- 
scious or deliberate perversion of facts. But 
quite clearly this limited concession has been 
widely misunderstood, and must be considered. 
Nothing must be allowed to harm the mission. 
The devil is no doubt working for some way of 
doing you, and he must not be allowed to 
succeed. I take the whole blamé for any harm 
which has been done, and only ask for a truce 
to all protests and counter-protests.

The proposed register would be 
short of two million voters—a nage San of 
the electorate—yet on it might elected 
a Parliament which would have the re 
sponsibility of controlling the peace nego- 
tiations and also of Weciding the status of 
our home-returning sailors and soldiers. 
“ You cannot stand over that proposition,” 
he said, and he went té argue that, with 
good will, “it could be easy to devise a 
much simpler Bill which would. confer 
the freedom of the country on these 
heroes,"’ and enable them to vote, as the 
men from British Columbia had been doing 
this very week at Bramshot-Camp. 

On behalf of the disfranchised woman, 
Sir John Simon endorsed most of what 
Sir Edward had said about the Bill. They 
were no less entitled to be represented in 
the Parliament of reconstruction after the 
war than the sailors and soldiers ‘were. 
He advocated a short residential qualifi- 
cation and adult suffrage, which would 
secure votes for brave women as well as 
brave men : 

The Prime Minister was obviously em- 
barrassed by this attack both from front 
and rear, and made no attempt to defend 
the Bill as in any way ideal. It was, 
indeed, “a halting, lopsided, temporary 
makeshift.’’ whose only merit was that it 
would produce a slightly better register 
than that which now existed. He offered, 
however, two concessions—one being that 
any Parliament elected upon it should be 
of a transitory character, and the other 
that the Ballot Act should be so amended 
‘es to eftable sailors and soldiers in this 
country’ tu exercise the franchise, even 
though they would not get to their own 
constituencies. 

A point in favour of Sir Edward Car- 
sons demand for enfranchisement of 
sailors and soldiers is that the votes of 
every man who detests Prussian and Ger- 
man methods will be necessary at the 
next election, for in their absence the 
peace-at-any-price advocates will be able 
to obtain a preponderance they are not 
entitled to. The Government must know 
of this danger, and steps should be taken 
to counteract it, The activities of these 

eonle are extraordinary, though so little 
is heard about them. Some of them are 
quite cavable of getting into Parliament 
upon false promises to carry out their 
plan of campaign. It must be remem- 
bered that there are now several members 
of Parliament whose views are utterly 
repudiated by their constituents. 

Mr. T. M. Healy and Mr. Patrick White 
are persisting in their opposition to the 
Dublin Reconstruction Bill mainly on the 
ground that it confers excessive powers on 
the Corporation of Dublin. Members of 
that bod; will be in attendance at the 
House of Commons to-morrow in connec- 
tion with the motion for the second read- 
ing. 

It is now certain that there is no truth 
in the rumour that Lord Lansdowne in- 
tended to resign his seat in the Cabinet,

Robert Thompson, M.P.), from the railway 
station to the Grand Central Hotel, which is 
their hegdquarters during their stay in Bel- 
fast. Subsequently they motored to the City 
Hall, where they were received by the Lord 
Mayor, who, having welcomed the visitors, 
escorted them over the building, the beauty of 
which elicited many expressions of admiration. 
At one o'clock they were entertained st 
luncheon by the Lord Mayor, who had invited 
to meet them the members of the City Cor- 

ration and the Chairmen of the other public 
Boards. After Juncheon, hed. i 

Thé Lord Mayor, in submitting the toast of 
‘The King,” said that was a toast that was 
always most heartily given at their functions In 
te City of Belfast, and throughout His 

ajesty's wide Dominions it was never more 
enthusiastically received and honoured than in 
Belfast, where loyalty to the Throne and Con- 
| stitution ever finds expression in the fervent 
and universal prayer: '“ God Save the ‘King. 
Their thoughts to-day naturally turned to His 
Majesty, on whom rested a _ serious and 
tremendous responsibility. They were pleased 
to see by the papers that morning that His 
Majesty had returned from the front. (Ap- 
plause.) i 

Right Hon. Thomas Lough, M.P., explained 
the objects of the- mission, and said that the 
Empire Parliamentary Association represente 
not only the greatest Empire in the world, but 
the greatest Empire of all times. Gentlemen 
would come from the remotest and most 
glorious countries of the world to see what they 
were doing in Great Britain. When Wthe 
Colonial members of Parliament arrived in Lon- 
don he spoke to some of his Parliamentary 
friends—Sir Edward Carson, Colonel Craig, Mr. 
Redmond, and Mr. Devlin—and he found that 
they were all united for once—(laughter)—in 
the sentiment that the visitors from overseas 
should go to Ireland. Although they had a 
very influential and representative deputation 
that day they had not with them representa- 
tives from Canada, who had been obliged to 
return home earlier. ' 

The Lord Mayor, in proposing “ Our Visi- 
tors,’’ said he esteemed it a great privilege to 
extend to their visitors that day a ready an 
warm welcome to Belfast. They in Belfast 
knew the great part the Colonies had taken in 
the present war, and how the Dominions across 
the seas had rallied to the mother land. He 
hoped that peace would soon prevail, and then 
he took it that Great Britain and her Depen- 
dencies would meet together as a great business 
concern, and make this mighty Empire 
mightier still: (Applause.) He did not wish 
to enter into anything of a controversial 
character. The visitors had, no doubt, been 
well entertained in Ireland. They had been 
down south, and had met a population which, 
generally speaking, were dissatisfied with and 
desired a change in the system of government, 
but here in Ulster they would find matters en- 
tirely different, for, generally speaking, the 
people here were contented to remain under 
the Union, and to enjoy the privileges they had 
hitherto, under which their great industries 
had flourished. (Applause.) Having alluded 
to the prosperity of Belfast, his lordship men- 
| tioned that the city was doing its full share in 
connection with the war, and expressed the 
hope that the visitors’ stay would be pleasant.

The present House of Commons:is 
totally unfitted to uphold the Government 
in resisting such influences; nor is a 
Government whose members confess that it 
is “tired” the best instrument for seeing 
that; the: fruits of the: nation s sacrifices 
are hot threwn away. It is not only pos- 
sible, it is probable—it is, indeed, almost 
certain—that there will come a time when 
pi a General Election will be the only certain 
guarantee that the victory won on the 
battle-field will not be thrown away in the 
councli-chambes. 

The Government has shown. itself over 
and over again out of touch with public 
opinion. It has got to realise that this is 
a people’s war, and that the peace must 
be a people’s peace. It fgllows logically 
that the men who have won the victory 
at the hazard of their lives must haye a 
vaice in safeguarding that peace if, as we 
anticipate, it is only to be effectively safe- 
guarded by a General Election. Not only 
those soldiers and sailers on active service 
who would have had a right to a vote if 
they had not taken up arms, but all 
soldiers and sailors, ought to have a voice 
in it.

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Ireland and War Charities. 


In order to secure the third readine cf 
the War Charities Bill as it stands, Mr. 
Brace, who was in charge of the measure 
for the Government, has undertaken that 
its provisions should be applied to Ireland 
either by an amendment of the Bill in the 
House of Lords or by a_ special Bill. 
He did so in consequence of strong 
support being given to a motion by 
Mr. Pennefather, member for one of 
the divisions of Liverpool, for. the in- 
clusion of a clause which would make 
the measure operative in Ireland. We do 
not make any point of the fact that it was 
left to an English member to propose that 
motion, We are not aware that any 
special demand for the protection given ‘in 
the Bill against bogus charities-has been 
expressed in Ireland:~ “Phe people who 
have traded falsely on the patriotic feel- 
ing of the English public have not con- 
cerned themselves to any appreciable ex- 
tent with Ireland. At all events, they 
have not been such a nuisance here as to 
warrant the passing of a specia] measure 
to protect the Irish public from them. 
Moreover, we do not suppose that Mr. 
Pennefather was particularly concerned 
with the protection of the Irish public. 
His object, no doubt, was to prevent the 
bogus charity operators from making Ire- 
end a base from which they might send 
out their specious appeals. - Now, how- 
ever, that Ireland has been mentioned in 
connection with the matter, it is, perhaps, 
just as well for our own sake that we 
should have the same protection which is. 
given in the War Charities Bill to the 
English public.

This week sees the anniversary of the 
completion of the landing of the British 
Expeditionary Foree in France during the 
first month of the war. The secret was 
well kept and it was some days before 
the public was allowed to know anything 
about the movements of our little Army. 
It would be interesting to know how many 
soldiers have crossed the Channel to and 
from France since those early days, in 
spite of the great German Navy and its 
submarines. In days to come the doings 
of that pioneer Army, small in compari- 
son with Armies now, will be written in 
letters that will never perish. Even now 
we know little of what it suffered and 
accomplished, except that it saved Paris 
.and probably the British Empire. 

After an absence of many months Dutch 
cheeses from Edam and uda are once 
more making their appearance in the 
shops, and this at a price much lower than 
when thev were last sold.

We must, none of us, en- 
tertain any illusions that the breaking down of 
the German power will not still be a long, 
costly, and á difficult piair.

SIR RICHARD BARTER. 

We regret to -amnounce the death of Sir 
Kichard Barter—a regret which will be shared 
by a wide cirele of agriculturists in Ireland, for 
he was well known as a breeder and exhibitor 
of cattle, sheep, and pigs at his fine 
St. Ann’s Hill, near Blarney, Co. . 
Richard recéived the honour of knighthood in 
1911. He had been all his life a farmer, and 
one who took an intelligent interest in every- 
thing that relates to agriculture. He was a 
member of the County Cork Agricultural 
Society for many years. The first dairy school 
in the United Kingdom was established at 
Cork, and Mr. Richard Barter; as honorary 
secretary to its Managing Committee, guided 
its fortunes for nearly a dozen years from its 
inauguration. He was chairman for two years 
of the Agricultural Section of the Cork BExhibi- 
tion of 1902 and 1905, and also president. of 
the Cork Agricultural Society for a like period.

The battle of Gorizia and the Carso continues 
uainterruptedly with its daily bulletin of pro- 
gress from pdsition to ‘pdsition, the conquest of 
trenches and ‘caverns, the capture’ of prisoners 
and war material, and repetitions of heroic epi- 
sodes. Last night's bulletin again reported the 
taking of a total of more than 1,600 prisoners, 
and the wonder is so many of them. are still 
left to be rescued out of holes and caves from 
rocky mountain sides, which are swept dav 
and night by tempests of shells from guns of 
every calibre, and the plunging fire from trench 
mortars that vomit their explesives by hundreds 
at a time. Prisoners are brought into Gorizia, 
dumb-founded, trembling, dazed, and still suffer- 
ing from the terrible effects of the battle. They 
are marshalled in some old courtyard, and are 
questioned one by one by officers seated at a 
table in the open air, assisted by a gtaff of 
interpreters. Round about the walls, as Signor 
Luigi Barzini telegraphs, are still to. be seen 
posted the last Austrian proclamations, which 
now read like a bitter mockery... ers can 
say little, and what they say is generally in- 
coherent and confused. Their replies are often

The hattle rages all along, from the Carso to 
Monte Kuk. Gorizia is still under the trajectory 
of shells from opposing batteries. The sky is at 
times torn by a terrific hurricane of shots that 
search each other out from opposite mountain 
strongholds. An incessant echo of guns shakes 
the air. An Austrian shell lands, screaming, 
near Castello, and hits some building or bursts 
with a terrific report in the streets; but this is 
nothing to the scenes. on the actual battle-line 
on the heights east of the town, and along 
the lines of trenches from the Carso to the sea.

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SIR GEORGE REID ON THE 
. DUBLIN INCIDENT. 


In an interview with a representative of the 
Daily Telegraph yesterday, Sir George Reid, 
M.P., iate High Commissioner for Australia, 
commented on the incideht which occurred at a 
dinner giten’ in Dublin by Mr. John Dillon, 
M.P., and other Nationalist leaders, to some of 
the Empire delegates on Monday. Sir George 
said :—'' I think sir. Orchard rendered good ser- 
vice to the Empire by refusing to sit still at 
the. dinner in Dublin given by some of the 
Nationalist’ members to. the Oversea Parlia- 
mentarians, when he noticed that the toast to 
the King’s health was omitted. I do not sug- 
gest that the omission sprang from any wrong 
motive; but it jg.a way they have in many 
parts of Ireland. The sooner Irish ears are not 
offended by loyal toast and sentiments, and 
the sooner the Empire flag does not-offend Irish 
eyes, the better it will be for the success of the 
thoroughly able end ‘honest leadership of men 
like Mr. Redmond and Mr. Devlin. No one 
could live in Australia as long as I have done 
without observing how well Irishtnen beyond 
the seas can get on with their fellow-subjects— 
English, Scottish, or Welsh. Everywhere out 
of Ireland Irishmén seem to get on pretty wel 
together, but in Ireland that has never n 
the case. Her worst tragedies of defeat, 
ancient or modern, have been mainly caused 
by her own warring factions and divided coun- 
séls. The recent Sinn Fein anc pro-German 
rebellion, and the wave of sympathy with that 
murderous outrage which has fullowed in more 
than one part of that distressful country, shows 
that the old discords, if less general, are more 
disastrously alive than ever before. They have 
given a most painful shock to Ireland's well- 
wishers in all the Dominions. There is a bright 
side to that gloomy picture. The fine and 
friendly utterances of Sir Edward Carson, and 
Mr. Redmond’s cordial reception of them, are, 
perhaps, the brightest happenings in Irish his- 
tory. The road to peace and happiness for all! 
Ireland begins in the mutual) respect and sym- 
pathy whieh have marked the recent actions of 
the Irish leaders. The people of the Dominions 
will. never listen to that sort of Home Rule, 
whether Irish or Colonial, which has for its 
objective obvious or hidden separation from 
the rest of the Empire.”’

Across the River Mukonadokwa, which 
at this time of the year is mostly sand, with a 
sluggish stream in parts, is a number of native 
mud houses, the nucleus of a village of some 
5,000 natives.

Sugar 
cane seems to flourish, as well as most kinds of 
grain. Kondoa must have been an important 
place even before the railway was built. There 
is an excellent road from here to Pangani, on 
the coast.

NEWS FROM UROPE.
